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SOUTH ITALY 


Disturbance Appear lo Have 


Centered in the Province of 
Avellino, 


MANY HOUSES THROWN 
FROM. FOUNDATIONS 


Reports as to the Number of 
Dead Vary --- The Shock Oc- 
curred in the Early Morning 
While the People Were Still 
in Their Beds---King and 
Queen Hurry to Scene. 


Naples, June 7.—A severe earth shock 
caused a number of deaths and much 
property damage in central Campania 
early today. The disturbance appears 
to have centered in the province of 
Avellino. 

Telegraph wires were torn down and 
ecmmunication with the affected dis- 
trict was broken. Meager information 
received this forenoon indicates that 
the greatest damage was done at Call- 


tri, (Avellino province.) 
Galitri is said to have been half de- 


gstroyed and twenty people are re- 
ported to have been killed there. 

Other deaths occurred at Valata, 
nearby, and it is feared that fatalities 
Will be reported from other villages 
which, for a time, are cut off from 
communication with this city. 

The, shock occurred at 3:07 this 
morning while the people were still in 
their beds. Many houses at Calitri 
tumbled, burying the occupants in the 
ruins. 

Terror Stricken. 

Those who escaped death or serious 
injury fled terror stricken from their 
homes and into the country. None 
waited to don street clothes, and as a 
result many subsequently suffered from 
exposure. 

“Troops were dispatched from all 
quarters into the affected district as 
soon «5S the loss of Hfe and property 
damage became known to the govern- 
ment and the officials of nearby cities. 

Thewsehocks were felt here, but no 
damage was done in this vicinity. 

"News from Saireno, at the head of 
the Gulf of Salerno, 20 miles southeast 
of Naples, is to the effect that the 
shock was distinct there, and caused 
considerable damage. 

Details are lacking. 
Tile shock was felt for ten seconds 
the province of Avellino. It also 
was felt strongly. but for a shorter 
time. at Cozenza, Paola, Catanzaro, 
Neggio, Potenza, Benevento, Capua and 
Melfi. It is said, however, that the 
damage in these towns was not serious, 
end that there was no loss of life. 
Where Shocks Were Firat Felt. 

The shocks were first felt in the de- 
partments of Basilicata, Calabria and 
Sicily. Although centered in the prov- 
ince of Avellino, it extended through- 
out the provinces cf Benevento, Cam- 
pobasso, Caserta and Naples. ' 

A panic was created at Torre Annun- 
viata and Torre del Greco, where the 
populations live in constant fear of 
an eruption from Mount Vesuvius. 

Reports from Basilicata say that the 
shock was felt severely at Potenza. 
Similar reports come from Paola and 
‘Catazaro. in the compartment of Cala- 
bria, and from Palermo, on the north- 
ern coast of Bicily. 

Many Fatalities. 

Avellino, Compartment of Campania, 
lialy, June 7.—The province of Avel- 
lino bore the brunt of a severe earth- 
quake that was felt throughout south- 
ern Italy shortly before dawn today. 
Watalities occurred, and much damage 
Was done to property, but up to noon 
it was impossible to determine the ex- 
tent of the devastation. 

In this city little harm was done, 
and the only death reported was that 
of an old man who died of fright. The 
pepulation, however, was terror- 
stricken. 

Reports from villages throughout the 
province are much more grave. 

Twenty people are reported killed at 
Calitri, which is said to have been bad- 
ly damaged. The situation there is dis-

Ten perse. are said to have met 


death at San Sossio, where the sulphur 
waters, with which the district is rich, 
were released from bounds by the dis- 
turbance, and fiooded the vicinity. 
From the flood noxious gases arose. 

At Chianche a house fell, burying and 
kiftling an aged man. 

One person was killed and several 
were injured at Castelbaronia. 

Calabritto was badly damaged. 

Squads of workmen, together with 
detachments of soldiers, were dispatch- 
ed from this place to assist the suffer- 
ing villagers. | 

Just Before Morning. 

It was the darkest hour of the morn- 
ing when pe shock was felt here. The 
sleeping town was aroused by § the

shaking of walls, the rattling of fur-— 


niture and the falling of plaster from 
the ceilings. In a moment panic had 


seized the 20,000 inhabitants, who lives 


in daily 
Half-naked men. women and children 
flied from *their homes screaming with 
terror. They had in their minds vis- 
jons of Messina and the horror of Reg- 
gio. Recently there was  gossiped 
about a prediction that thé approach 
of Halley's comet portended the end 
of the world. 

The authorities kept their heads, but 
they could not stay the mad rush for 
the squares and open districts outside 
the city. The wildest confusion pre- 
veiled and the fr.ghtened ones could 
not be reasoned with; could not be 
stopped. In the squares hundreds 
threw themselves upon their faces and

SALE OF LIQUOR 
BARRED IN STATE 


Government Comes to 
Aid of Prohibition. 


Hereafter, When Moonshine 
Whisky Is Seized, It Will Be 
Destroyed or Sent to a ““Wet”’ 
State for Sale by the Revenue 
Collector There. 


No longer will) whisky seized by 
revenue officers in the state of Geor- 
gia be sold at public outcry by the 
collector of internal revenue on the 
federal bullding premises, as has been 
the custom for years past. 

And future sales of the contraband 
stuff has. been prohibited because 
Georgia is now a prohibition state. 

Shortly after the prohibition law 
became effective the collector of in- 
ternal revenue offered for sale on the 
Forsyth Street side of the federal 
bullding a lot of whisky which had 
been seized previously by revenue of- 
ficers on raids in the mountains. The 


questioning the right of the federa! 
government to sell HNquor in & pro- 
hibition state. 

But the sale was made and since 
that time several other sales of seized 
illicit liquor have been made, At- 
lantans having been «buying in more 
than one instance. 

The collector of internal revenue is 
just in receipt of instructions from 
Washington touching further sales of 
seized illicit liquor. The collector is 
directed to destroy seized liquors in 
accordance with section 8450 of the 
revised statutes, or to bidin the goods 
for the United States and ship it to 
other jurisdictions for sale, as the 
value of the property and the cir- 
cumstances may seem to justify. 

That order simply means that the 
collector of internal revenue is 
directed to destroy all seized goods 
that are unfit for sale and to send 
outside of prohibition territory such 
seized goods as have a value. It will 
not prohibit the collector from selling 
at the usual stand any other property 
(that may be seized by. the revenue 
officers on a raid. Old copper, broken 
up stills or any live stock that may 
be seized on a raid can be sold as.of 
old. 

The revenue officials in Atlanta have 
practically been opposed personally to 
the sale of seized Hquors in Atlanta 
since the state joined the prohibition 
ranks, but these officers have been 
compelled to abide by the laws and 
regulations of the department prevail- 
ing in the past.

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LIMIT DEBATE 
AY “CAG. RULE” 


Postal Savings Bank Bill 
Greatly Aided. 


Democrats Denounce the “In- 
surgents” for Alleged Insin- 
cerity and Republican Lead- 
ers Retaliate on the Demo- 
crats. 


Washington, June 7.—With the dem- 
ocrats attacking the, republicans, de- 
nouncing the “insurgents” for their al- 
leged insincerity, and assailing the 
“regulars” for bringing in a “gag rule” 
to further a party measure, and the re- 
publican leaders retaliating by charg- 
ing the democrats with similar per- 
formances when they were in power, 
a special rule was adopted in the house 
today which placed the posta] sa¥ings 
bank bill on fits way to final passage, 
with the debate limited to eight hours 
and all possibility of amendment cut 
off. ' 


The special rule. providing forthe 
©. of the -billccwue~ brought in 
by Representative Daizell, chairman of 
the rules committee, after the railroad 
bill-had been sent to conference. “fhe 
debate on the rule was limited to one 
hour, but Soth sides occupied their 
full share of -{t by heaving heavy 
verbal brickbats at the other side. 
Rule Ig Adopted. f 

The vote at the conclusion was 160 
to 139, of which ten of the “insurgent” 
republicans having voted with their 
party for the adoption of the rule. 

The “insurgents” who voted against 
the rule were Carey, Cooper, Nelson 
and Lenroot of Wisconsin, Davis and 
Lindberg of Minnesota, Gronna of 
North Dakota, Hubbard of Iowa, Nor- 
ris of Nebraska, and Poindexter of 
Washington. 

The rule which the democrats desig- 
nated as a “gag rule” provided for 
the immediate consideration of the 
poStal savings bank bill, the limiting 
of the debate to eight hours, the pro- 
hibition of all amendments and the 
allowing of the Offering of one sub 
and a motion recommit. The rule was 
reported by a strict party vote in com. 
mittee and over the protest of the 
democratic members. 

The denunciation of the “Insurgents” 
was particularly vig6rous on the part 
of Representative Fitzgerald, of New 
York, who charged them with  in- 
sincerity in regard to a reformation of 
the rules of the house. 


“Gag Rule’ in Caucus. 


Facing the section of the house 
where the “insurgents” sat, Mr. Fitz- 
gerald exclaimed, amid democratic ap- 
plause; 

“It seems now that the real protest 
of the insurgents was against gag 
rule in thelr caucus, and having ob- 
tained greater liberality in their cau- 
cus they are perfectly willing to apply 
gag rule in this house. Never before 
during my service in this house have 
I seen brought in here a rule. so 
drastic and so unfair.”’ 

Representative Clark. the minority 
leader, also vigorously attacked the 
speeial rule, and Representative Dixon, 
of Indiana, and Representative Under- 
wood, of Alabama, joined Mr. Fitz- 
gerald in flaying the “insurgents.”

But Senatorship Race ls 
Very Close. 


Senator Taliaferro Loses Heav- 
ily in Three Principal Cities, 
Where He Was Supposed to 
Be Strong in the Second 
Primary. 


Jacksonville, Fla., June 7.—In_ the 
second primary for United States sen- 
ator, held today, the returns are far 
from complete and a fair estimate im- 
possible. However, if ex-Governor 
Broward’s gains continue as they did 
in the early returns, it is evident that 
he will be nominated for United 
States senator over Senator Taliaferro 
by a majority of from 1,500 to 2,000 


votes. | 

Senator Taliaferro lost heavily in 
the three principal cities which gave 
him the greatest strength in the first 
primary. His losses in Hillsborough 
county (Tampa)..will amount to 1,000 
votes, while in. Jacksonville -the,com- | 
parative gains show Broward decreased 
Taliaferro’s, majority by nearly 400 
In Pensacola the vote is very 
close, while in the last primary Tali- 
aferro polled a large majority. At 
Key West, which went for Claude 
L’Engle in the first primary, Talia- 
ferro secured a majority of about 100 
votes. Taliaferro’s losses in the larger 
cities will aggregate 1,800 votes. 

On the other ‘hand, ex-Governor 
Broward appears to be _ losing 
strength in the = country precincts, 
which is accounted for by the fact 
that Senator Taliaferro paid particular 
stress to the campaign in those pre-\ 
eincts. Senator Taliaferro gained 400 
votes in Jackson county, a Broward 
stronghold, and made smaller gains in 
Orange, Putnam, Bradford, Dade and 
St. Johns counties. 

The entire state vote will reach a 
total of about 48,000, the largest vote 
ever polled in Flerida. The second 
primary, which ended last night, has 
been the hardest fought political bat-

MADRIZ FORCES 
DEFY UNCLE SAM 


Situation Is ‘Now Acute 
in Bluefields. 


Threat of Géneral .Rivas. to 
Prevent Any Vessel Entering 
Harbor, Met by Threat of the 
Commander ~of ‘American 
Warship. : .* 


Bluefields, Nicaragua, June. 7-—"“At 
the first shot fired agaifist the Ameri- 
can flag or an American, vessel I wiil 
level the bluff.” 

This is the reply matie today. by. 
Commander Harold ‘ K. Hines, com- 
manding the American gunboat Du- 
buque, to a threat made by General 
Rivas, of the Madriz forces, holding 
Bluefields bluff, to stop by forcé any 
vessels of whatever nationality enter- 
ing the harbor. 

General Rivas has practically defiled 
the United States, declaring, that he 
will disregard the. proclamation-iseued. 
from Washington on May 31 to the 
ment will @eny. the right of either 
faction to seize. American-owned 'ves- 
sels and property’ without consent of 
and recompense to the owners. 

He has warned Commander. Hines 
that he will prevent by force; regard- 
less of flag, any further vessels from 
entering the harbor. In response to 
this the American commander immedi- 
ately sent to him the above message, 
which would mean the annihilation of 
the handful of Madriz troops now re- 
maining in: this neighborhood. 

A critical situation has thus arisen 
which may involve the United States, 
but the American officers here are of 
the opinion that General Rivas will 
not attempt to make, good his threat 
in an effort to.collect customs duties. 

There are constant rumors of threats 
against the life of Thomas P. Moffatt, 
the American « consul here, and the 
whole situation at Bluefields, instead 
of quieting, has assumed a more seri- 
ous aspect.

Opposition Is Telepraphed te 
Congressmen in Washing- 
lon, 


GEORGIA'S FINANCIERS 
MEET IN KIMBALL HOUSE 


President A. P. Coles Talks of 
Dark Clouds on the Financial 
Horizon--Bankers Trying to 
Prevent Trouble---Features of 
Convention. and _  Entertain- 
ment of Guests. 


Representatives of almost every bank 
in Georgia to the number of more than 
400, and a number of visiting bankers 
from other states, are in Atlanta in at. 
tendance upon the nineteenth annual 
eonvention of the Georgia Bankers’ as- 
sociation which opened a session of 
two days in the ball room of the Kim- 
ball house yesterday morning at $:30 
o’clock. % 

The principal feature of the meeting 
Tuesday morning, aside ftom the open- 
ing addresses, which were of unusual 
interest, was the resolution adopted by 
the association condemning the bill 
now pending in congress providing for 


tthe establishment of postal savings 


banks. 

The resolution, which wag previously 
adopted by the banks of the Atlanta 
Clearing House Association, was intro- 
duced. by Colonel W. L. Peel, of the 
American National bank, and declared 
that posta] savings banks are unneceés- 
sary and unwise, and that they cannot 
be constitutionally established accord- 
ing to the highest authority. 

_ Telegraphed Congressmen. 

Immediately after the resolution was 
adopted. a telegram wae sent to Con- 
gressman Vreeland, of New York; Sena. 
tors Bacon and Clay, of Géorgia. and 
all the congressmen of this state, set- 
ting forth the attitude of the Georgia 
bankers on the postal savings bank bill 
and urging them to use their influ- 
ence tq defeat it. 

Congressman Vreeland, whose pres- 
ence at the convention had been looked 
forward to by the bankers with much 
pleasant anticipation, telegraphed Pres- 
ident A. P. Coles that he could. not be 
present on account of the postal sav- 
ings bank bill, which was pending in 
the house, and which required his pres- 
ence at the capitol. 

Affother disappointment to the asso- 
clation was @ telegram from L. C. 
Hayne, of Augusta, a promMment banker: 
of.that city, which stated that it would 
be impossible for him to attend the 
convantion on account of pressing . 
business in Augusta. Mr. Hayne was 
to have addressed the convention on 
the situation which threatens to lessen 
the importance of inland towns as cot- 
ton markets. 

Opening Addresses. 

The meeting was called to order by 
President A. P. Coles, and was opened 
with prayer by Rev. James W. Lee. 

The welcom! address on the part 
of the state s made by Governor 
Joseph M. Brown; on the part of the 
city, by Mayor Robert F. Maddox, and 
on behalf of the Atlanta Clearing 
House.

WINS Hild POINT 


‘Railroads Acquiesce in 


His Terms. 


His Message to the House, 
However, Causes Bitter Fight 
Before the Regulars Win Out 
With Just Six Votes to Spare. 
Bill in Conference. 


Washington. June 7-—The reeent 
flurry as to the railroad situation be- 
came a thing of the past today. The 
railroad presidents went home; Presli- 
dent Taft went horseback riding and 
the railroad bill went to conference. 

The eastern and central railroads, at 
a conference with the president this 
afternoon, agreed to withhold all pro- 
posed freight rate increases until the 
new railroad law becomes effective, 
and after that to submit the reason- 
ableness of the increases to the inter- 
state commerce commission. The rall- 
roads interested in the southern terri- 
tory declared they had not as yet filed 
notices of increase, but that if they 
did, they would be ready to abide by 
the decision of the commission, 

Sends Special Message. 

At the capitol things were not s0 
pleasant. President Taft sent a spe- 
clal message to congress, telling of 
the settlement he had reached with 
the railroads and urging thatthe pro- 
vision of the railroad bill, which gives 
the interstate commerce commission 
the power to investigate and suspend 
new rates, be made effective immedi- 
ately upon the signing of the act rather 
than have it go into effect along with 
the other clauses which have a sixty- 
day limitation following the executive 
approval. 

The president did this as a part of 
the agreement with the railroads by 
which he promised them a “square 
deal” and a speedy determination as 
to the justice of their new rates. He 
also did it to prevent the filing of any 
new rates during »the sixty days be- 
tween the signing of the act and the 
taking effect of the new law. 

Bitter Fight in House. 

There was a bitter fight in the house 
as to whether the senate amendments 
should be accepted as a whole or the 
measure should be given into the hands 
of conferees from house and senate. 
The insurgents and democrats who 
were opposed to a conference, declared 
that the president’s wishes as to the 
inimediate effectiveness of the inter- 
state rate-approva] clause could be met 
by an agreement on the part of the 
house. The regulars, who desired to 
have the bill sent to conference for a 
“smoothing out” process, declared that 
the only, way to effect the president's 
wishes was to send the bill to con- 
ference. They finally won out by six 
votes, 

The president’s conference today 
was with Presidents James. McCrea, 
of the Pennsylvania; W, C. Brown, of 
the New York Central, and W. W. 
Finley, of the Southern railroads. 
These men represented all of the trunk 
lines from Chicago eastward. There 
was little surprise when after the 
conference, which lasted an hour and 
a half, the statement was issued that 
there had been a complete agreement. 

When the bill was brought up in 
the house that body almost accepted 
it, missing that consummation by the 
‘slim margin of six votes. The vote 
came on a motion by Representative 
Lenroot, an “insurgent’’ republican, of 
Wisconsin, who moved to concur in the 
‘senate amendments with an additional 
amendment that section 9 of the bill, 
requiring increases in railroad rates 
to be submitted to the interstate com- 
mission in advance, become immedi- 
ately effective. 

Caused by Combination. 

The close vote was caused by a com- 
bination of democrats and “insurgent” 
republicans and five ‘“regular’’ re- 
publicans. 

The bill finally was ordered sent to 
conference and conferees on the part 
of the house were named. These were: 
Rpresentatives Mann, of Illinois, and 
Wanger, of Pennsylvania, republicans, 
and Adamson, of Georgia, democrat. 
The senate conferees, already named, 
are Senators Dikins, of West Virginia; 
Aldrich, of Rhode Island, republicans, 
and Foster, of Louisiana, democrat. 

President Taft recommended the 
change in the senate bill by Mr. Len. 
root in a message to congress in ac- 
cordance with his agreement with, 
western railway presidents, reached 
last night, although he didnot com- 
mit himself upon the question of con- 
currence by the house in the senate 
measure without a conference on the 
sudject.

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THROWING LIGHT ON THE FEE SYSTEM. 


Within the past few days two significant incidents have devel- 


oped in the controversy over the fee system of compensating county 


officials in Georgia. | 
The Fulton county executive committee has decided to put th 


issue of fee payment or salary payment up to the people in the/ ~ 
August primary, and the grand jury of Bibb county has recom- 


mended the substitution of the latter for the former. 

This action in two of the most important counties in the state, 
in conjunction with other manifestations of public concern, point 
the near approach of the time when settlement of some nature 
must be found fer a long-agitated question. _ 

One of thé features least considered in the equation is that 
which curiously suppasts and confounds advocates of both systems 


—and that is the absolute lack of accurate information on part of 
a single man or set of men in Georgia as to exactly how little or 


how much remuneration officials working under the fee system re- 


ceive for their services to the people. 
A given official knows the aggregate of his own earnings, but 


the citizens from whom they were derived are wholly in darkness 


in this vital detail. It is equally true that no single official in any 


Georgia county, and no official or set of officials in the Saget: 


or anywhere else, know the total paid to any officer or the aggre- 
gate paid out to officials working under the fee system in the 


state-at-large. | 


It is likely, if the truth were known, that officials in Georgia 
compensated by fees receive vastly less than they are popularly 
Imagination feeds on trifles and slender 
conjectures in affairs of this nature, and it is natural to drift into 
the fallacy of predicating huge sums upon trivial and often unreli- 


credited with receiving. 


able outward evidence. 


placed upon a salary basis. 
probably extravagantly overpaid. 


That is precisely the situation that confronts Georgia today with 


regard to this important matter of state and county policy. Liter- 
ally, we do not know “where we are at.” 

Underlying all this uncertainty, and absolutely regardless as 
to whether officials are over or underpaid by the fee system, is 
the fact that the public is entitled and ought to know the source and 
value given for every penny paid by a tax-payer to a public servant, 
of whatever degree and wherever stationed. : 

That is the distinguishing basis of democratic government, and 
is not and never has been observed in the state’s attitude toward the 
fee system. 

The remedy is simple. Let the legislature,. at its forthcoming 
session, provide that every penny paid a public official in Georgia 
be disbursed through the county treasurer or some other qualified 
official, that the acocunt be itemized and that, above al, the bill 
rendered and paid for services tendered be made a matter of public 
record. wee 

That is fair, sensible, logical! It neither decrees blindly the 
affirmation or abolition of a long-standing system, nor does it leave 
undisturbed a status that makes a’public servant, however honest, 
virtually his own paymaster, with absolutely no provision of an 
accounting for his stewardship. — 


Some counties defend and want to retain the fee system. That 


is their privilege, but it is more emphatically their right and duty, 


in orderly conservation of public funds, to know to a cent what they 


are paying out and what they are getting for it in return. 

Other counties speak of abolishing or revising the fee system. 
That, also, is their privilege, but they can proceed more effectively 
if their action is based on absolute information instead of the jungle 
of guess-work now prevailing regarding the fee system. 

No doubt.the counties will, in due time, be permitted to make 
the choice for themselves. 

Whatever the outcome, the fundamental requisite, too long 
postponed, is light in place of the darkness that now obtains. 

The enactment of such a measure as The Constitution has sug- 
gested, insuring publicity in public expenditures, would supply the 
state and the counties equally with complete data upon which to 
arrive at a sane and effectual decision. 

Beyond all is the immediate need of full publicity touching the 
exchange of every cent between public officials and tax-payers. That 
should be made a matter of indelible public record. 

In that respect, the present method ig as unjust to the tax- 
payers as it is unjust to and misrepresentative of thé officials. .

Editor Constitution: I want to add 
my heartfelt indorsement to your edi- 
torial “Sermons to the Church.” 

We have, in the south, as a whole, 
terribly neglected the negro, who real- 
ly is the “ward” of the white people. 
Nearly every denomination has cast 
him adrift to do as best he can in the 
| way of religion. Though, as Dr. 
White ‘says, there are some able and 
honest and fairly well-educated min- 
isters among them, the great majority 
of their preachers are, to say the least 
of it, very poor leaders of their race. 
The negro is such an impressionable 
being, and so imitative, naturally re- 
ligious in a superstitious way, that he 
needs, for some time, a body of tactful, 
sincere and able guides, until] such a 
time that he can teach in an intelli- 
gent manner. In the Episcopal church 
we have not cast them adrift, be- 
cause we hold that the Catholic church 
cannot be otherwise than one, holy 
aid apostolic, regardless of color or 
race. We give them, in most dioceses, 
a council of their own, but presided 
over by the white bishop. They can- 
not legislate themselves, but they are 
allowed to suggest, ete, and then 
refer such suggestions to the diocesan 
council for ratification. They send 
representatives from their council to 
the annual diocesan council, who have 
the power of speaking, but without a 
vote, Thus. in this way, they have 
the advantage of the guidance of the 
white clergy and laity in all matters 
relating to the wélfare of their race. 
Their clergy, too, are obliged to go 
through as stern an examination for 
holy orders as the white clergy. Still, 
with all this, I cannot help but feel 
that, compared with what is done for 
the heathen abroad, we do very, very 
little for the race needing our help 
so badly, at our doors. I heard a 
negro preacher discoursing not long 
ago to hig flock on the subject of the 
Israelites leaving Egypt after their 
years of bondage, and their being toid 
to spoil the Hgyptians, etc, and he 
went on to say: “You are in a similar

case, and for years you were in bond- 
age, and now you have the _ right, 
from God himself, to get all you can 
out of your former masters, as a right, 
not as a favor or kindness,” etc., etc. 
Now, with such teaching as that, what 
can.one expect? This is only one 
instance of many. I was, for eight 
years, an & P. C. missionary among 
the Kaffirs and Zwius in South Africa, 
and the whole time I was in their 
midst, I never heard of any desire for 
social equality on the side of the 
natives; Op the contrary, they kept 
closely to themselves. In every white 
city or settlement, the natives had 
their own “location” on the outskirts. 
It was neatly leid out in streets at 
right angles; each street being inhab- 
ited by its own tribe: Zulus, Basubos, 
Fingoes, etc. Each tribe had its own 
police, etc.; then they had their church 
with a white ‘pastor, their own school 
and all lawbreakerg were tried by 
their own law, administered by a 
white magistrate, After 8 p. m. all 
natives had to be in the “location” 
until next day, unless employed as a 
servant, when he or she was known 
by a pass. In Grahamstown, there 
was a large, flourishing mission col- 
lege, where the sons of the chiefs 
were educated, both in books and in- 
dustrially. 

It would be an excellent idea, if in 
our larger cities and towns, if aljll 
Christians would unite in having night 


schools, Bible classes and _ services, 
especially for the colored peopie. In- 
vite and encourage to come, to the 
ministers’ organizations, the colored 
preachers, and instead of essays or 
lectures On set subjects, let every 
meeting be a class of instructiorm in 
Christian doctrine, exegesis, homilet- 
ics etc.; in short. have the weekly 
meetings form, into a “preachers’ 
class.”” We shall have. some day. to 
answer for the sad way we have 
neglected the negro. I am willing,

The Convicts and the Roads. 
Editor Constitution: I read with 
much interest your editorial in a re- 
cent Constitution in reference to Clay~- 
ton county’s disposition of her con- 
victs. Partly in extenuation and ex- 
planation of what has been done by 
Col. W. M. Wright, the newly-elected 
ordinary, who is a splendid public 
spirited man and without his knowl- 
edge, I take the liberty of suggesting 
some of the probable reasons why I 
think this has been done in this 
county, and, might be done in other 
counties were it not for the adverse 


criticism and advertising of non-pro- 
gressiveness which might follow, as 
in this instance. 

From discussing this matter with 
various county authorities, I am sat- 
isfied it is not that the counties do 
not earnestly desire good roads, but 
that a small county chaingang, as 
generally managed, does not “pay.” 
| Some of them contend that it ts really 
cheaper to employ free labor than 
to pay for the guarding and mainte- 
nance of the convicts. In some counties 
there is more or less criticism of the 
number of guards employed, a sus- 
picion of “graft” in providing sub- 
sistence, jealousies about what roads 
are worked, etc., all tending to bring 
the sxstem into disrepute. Under the 
former system, the convicts were 
“sold”’ and the money went to pay 
the insolvent costs of the solicitors, 
sheriffs and clerks. Now they get 
absolutely nothing out of them unless 
their fines are paid. They feel this !s 
not just to them, and they are natur- 
ally against the new regime, as their 
compensation has been reduced to less 
than half what it was before. 

I have been interested in the “con- 
vict” and “good roads” questions for 
a long time, and argued over ten 
years ago that both should be solved 
together by working the convicts on 
the public roads of the state. It is 
one of the biggest questions in Geor- 
gia today. It has been passing 
through the experimental stages, and 
{fs still unsolved and unsatisfactory, 
so far as the .smaller counties are 
eoncerned, ; 

I am going to venture the sugges- 
tion that the true solution is for the 
state to take entire charge, not only 
of the convicts, but of the road bulld- 
ing, using scientific methods, by the 
employment of expert road-builders 
and the use of modern road-making 
machinery and material. Let the state 
authorities apportion to each county 
the amount of work it is entitled to in 
each year according to the number 
of convicts it has and the aggregate 
terms of service of al) the convicts, or 
adopt some other equitable plan of 
apportionment. Let the county au- 
thorities of each county say where 
the work should be done, preferenca, 
of course, being first given to the main 
thoroughfares from county site to 
county site. The state authorities 
should determine the time of year the 
work should be done in each county, 
using the convicts during the winter 
season in the southern portions of the 
state, and in the mountain counties fn 
the summer. Lastly, the state should 
provide that the selicitors, clerks and 
sheriffs should be paid at least their 
“costs’’ for apprehending and trying 
the convicts. 

I believe this would be a popular, 
just and final settlement of the 
“convict” and “good roads” questions. 
If you approve of any of these sug- 
gestions [ hope you will amplify them 
and continue the wonderfully effective 
work which you are doing for our 
grand old state along these lines.

LOSES HIS POWER 


Board Will Elect Heads 
of All Departments. 


General Manager Can, How- 
ever, Make Recommenda- 
tions---Board Warned That It 
Was Rushing Into Politics. 
Playgrounds Are Open. 


In adopting a set of new rules yes- 
terday afternoon. the park commission, 
by a vote of séven to four, took from 
the general manager the power to ap- 
point all park employees and vested in 
the board the right to elect the fol- 
lowing heads of departments: Super- 
intendent of Grant park, superintend- 
ent of Piedmont Park, florist of Grant 
Park. keeper of the zoo, city forester, 
custodian of the cyclorama, lecturer of 
the cyclorama, engineer of parks and 
book keeper. 

After the rules were adopted, how- 
ever, a resolution was passed which 
gave the general manager the right 
to recommend persons for these offices. 

The vote on the adoption of the rules 
was as follows: | 

Ayes—Eubanks, Cochran, Bond, Har- 
well, Davis, Patty, Harris—7. 

Nays—Hurtel, Puckete, Evins, EFin- 
stein—4. 

The mayor was absent. 

What the Rule Says. 

The section of the rules which took 
away the prerogatives of the general 
manager is as follows: 

“The commission shall, on January lI, 
of each year, or at any other meeting 
it may see proper to do so, choose, 
select, or elect, as the case may be, 
such of the heads and assistants of 
the various departments of the parks 
as to the commission seems best.” 
Councilman Evins warned the mem- 
bers of the commission that they were 
rushing the board and the city parks 
straight into politics. This wés denied 
by those who supported the change. 
Hugh Richardson stated to the 
board that he had been unable to clear 
Piedmont Park of all the material in 
the old exposition buildings he had 
purchased and asked for ninety days 
more time.

President Coles’ Address. 


President Coles then delivered ®&s 
amnual address, which was a striki 
and highly interesting discussion of 
local and national financial condi. | 
tions. — 

The president called attention to the 
mecessity of interior cities of the south 
to protect their cotton trade by protec- 
tion of their bills of lading for cotton. 

Although he declared that the banks 
of Georgia, despite numerous unfavor- 
able conditions during the past year, 
are now in better condition than they 
have been in some time, President 
Coles sounded a note of warning that 
a dark cloud is banking up for the 
financial and commercial world, and 
that there is imminent danger of a 
repetition of the panic of 1907. 

“Some of us look with much impa- 
tience upon the tardiness of congress 
in dealing with the currency and 
banking problem,” said he. “There are 
a few students of finance who already 
predict that a repetition of the panic 
of 1907 is likely to occur. 

“The handwriting is already on the 
wall, as is exemplified by the feeling 
of unrest and disturbance occasioned 
by the high cost of the necessaries of 
life, the increasing contention between 
organized labor and capital and the 
reckless “expenditures for luxuries. 

Trying to Avoid Calamity. 

“How to avoid another calamity such 
as the recent panic is a burning ques- 
tion among bankers today. We see 
but one course to pursue, but one

ROOSEVELT TALKS 
TO OXFORD MEN 


Analogies of HistoryDis- 
cussed by the Colonel. 


Roosevelt Tells Why Rome Fell, 
and He Shows How Modern 
Nations May Escape the Fate 
That Overtook the Mother of 
Nations. 


\ 
London, June 7—Colonel Theodore 
Roosevelt spoke at the Oxford univer- 
sity today and took as the subject of 
his lecture “Biological Analogies in 
History.’ Colonel Roosevelt said: 


“Rome fell by attack from without, 
only because the ills within her own 
borders had grown incurable. What is 
true of your country, my hearers, is 
true of my own; while we should be 
vigilant against foes from without, yet 
we need never really fear them so long 
as we safeguard ourselves against ‘the 
enemies within our own households, 
and these enemies are our own pas- 
sions and follies. Free. peoples can 
escape being mastered by others only 
by being able to master themselves. 
We Americans, and you people of the 
British Isles, alike, need ever to keep 
in mind that, among the many quali- 
ties indispensable to the success of a 
great democracy, and second only to a 
high and stern sense of duty, of moral 
obligation, are self-knowledge and 
self-mastery. You, my hosts, and I may 
some of 
you would think me a very radical 
democrat—as, for the matter of that, 
I am; and my theory of imperialism 
would probably suit the anti-imperial- 
ists as little as it would suit a certain 
fype of forcible-feeble imperialist. But 
there are some points on which we 
must all agree if we think soundly. 
The precise form of government, dem- 
ocratic or otherwise, is the instrument, 
the tool, with which we work. It is 
important to have a good tool. But, 
even if it is the best possible, it is 
only a tool. No implement can ever 
take the place of the guiding intelli- 
gence that wields it. A very bad tool 
will ruin the work of the best crafts- 
man; but a good tool in bad hands is 
no better. In this last analysis the 
all-important factor in national great- 
ness is national character. 


There Are Questions. 


“There are questions that we of the 
great civilized nations are ever tempt- 
ed to ask of the future. Is our time 
of growth drawing to an end? Are we 
as nations soon to come under the 
great law of life? None can tell. 
Forces that we can see and other 
forces that are hidden, or that can but 
dimly be apprehended, are at work all 
around us, both for good and for evil. 
The growth in luxury, in love of ease, 
in taste for vapid and frivolous ex- 
citement, is both evident and un- 
healthy. The most ominous sign is the 
diminution in the birth rate, and the 
rate of natural increase, now to a

“There is much that should give us 
concern for the future. But there is 
much also which should give us hope. 
No man is more apt to be mistaken 
than the prophet of evil. After .the 
French revolution in 1830, Niebuhr 
hazarded the guess that all civiliza- 
tion was about to go down with a

respectabie but painfully 
overworked comparison. The fears 
once expressed by the followers of 
Malthus as to the future of the world 
have proved groundless as regards the 
civilized portion of the world; it is 
strange, indeed, to look back at, Car- 
lyle’s prophecies of some seventy years 
ago, and then think of the teeming 
life of achievement, the life of con- 
quest of every Kind, and of noble ef- 
fort crowned by success, which has 
been ours for the two generations since 
he complained to high heaven that all 
the tales had been toid and all the 
songs sung, and that all the deeds 
really worth doing had been done. I 
believe with all my heart that a great 
future remains for us; but whether it 
does or does not, our duty is not al- 
tered. However the battle may go, the 
soldier worthy of the name will with 
utmost vigor do his allotted task, and 
bear himself as valiantly in defeat as 
in victory. Come what will, we be- 
long to peoples who have not yielded 
to the craven fear of being great. In 
the ages that have gone by, the great 
nations, the nations that have expand- 
ed and that have played a mighty part 
in the world, have in the end grown 
old and weakened and vanished; but 
so have the nations whose only 
thought was to avoid all danger, al> 
effort; who would risk nothing, and 
who, therefore, gained nothing. In the 
end, the same fate may overwhelm al] 
alike; but the memory of the one type | 
perishes with it, while the other leave 
its mark deep on the history of all the 
future of mankind. 


Nation May Be Born Again. 


“A nation that seemingly dies may 
be born again; and, even though in the 
physical sense it die utterly, it may 
vet hand dewn a _ =history of heroic 
achievement, and for all time to come 
may profoundly influence the nations, 
that arise in its place by the impress 
of what it has done. Best of all is it 
to do our part well, and at the same 
time to see our blood live young and 
vital in men and women fit to take 
up the task as we lay it down; for so 
shall our seed inherit the earth-- But 
if this, which is best, is denied us, then 
at least it is ours to remember that if 
we choose we can be torch-bearers, as 
our fathers were before us. The torch 
has been handed on from nation to na- 
tion, from civilization to civilization, 
throughout all recorded time, from the 
dim years before history dawned, down 
to the blazing splendor of this teem- 
ing century of ours. It dropped from 
the hand of the coward and the slug- 
gard, of the man wrapped in luxury or 
love of ease, the man whose soul was 
eaten away by self-indulgence; it has 
been kept alight only by those who 
were mighty of heart and cunning of 
hand. What they worked at, provid- 
ing it was worth doing at all, was of 
less matter than how they worked, 
whether in the realm of the mind or 
the realm ofthe body. If their work was 
good, if what they achieved was of 
substance, then high success was real- 
ly theirs.

The really high civiliza- 
tions must themselves supply the anti- 
dote to the self-indulgence and love of 
ease which they tend to produce, 


Many Terrible Problems. 


“Every modern civilized nation has 
many and terrible problems to solve 
within its own borders, problems that 
arise not merely from juxtaposition of 
poverty and riches, but especially from 
the self-consciousness of both poverty 
and riches. Each nation must deal with 
these matters in its own fashion. and 
yet the spirit in which the problem is 
approached must ever be fundamentally 
the same. It must be a spirit of 
broad humanity; of brotherly kind- 
ness; of acceptance of responsibility, 
one for each and each for all; and at 
the same time a spirit as remote as the 
poles from. every form of weakness 
and sentimentality. As in war to par- 
don the coward is to do cruel wrong 
to the brave man whose life his cow- 
ardice jeopardizes, so in civil affairs 
it is revolting to every principle of 
justice to give to the lazy, the vicious, 
or even the feeble and dull-witted, a 
reward which is really the robbery of 
what braver, wiser, abler men have 
earned. The only effective way to help 
any man is to help him to help him- 
self; and the worst lesson to teach 
him is that he can be permanently 
helped at the expense of some one else. 
True liberty .shows itself to best ad- 
vantage in protecting the rights of 
others, and especially of minorities. 
Privilege should not be tolerated be- 
cause it is to the advantage of a 
minority, nor yet because it is to the 
advantage of a majority. No doc- 
trinaire theories of vested rights or 
freedom of contract can stand in the 
way of our cutting out abuses from 
the body politic. Just as little can we 
afford to follow the doctrinaires of an 
impossible—and incidentally of a high- 
lv undesirable—soctai revolution which, 
in destroying individual rights (in- 
cluding property rights) and the fam- 
ily, would destroy the two chief agents 
in the advance of mankind, and the 
two chief reasons why either the ad- 
vance or the preservation of mankind 
is worth while. It is an evil and a 
dreadful thing to be callous to sorrow 
and suffering, and blind to our duty to 
do all things possible for the better- 
ment of social conditions. But it is an 
unspeakably foolish thing to strive for 
this betterment by means so destruc- 
tive that they would leave no socia! 
conditions to better. In dealing with 
all these social problems, with the 
intimate relations of the family, with 
wealth in private use and business use, 
with labor. with poverty, the one 
prime necessity is to remember that, 
though hardness of heart is a great 
evil, it is no greater an evil than soft- 
ness of head.

But there are certain prob- 
lems which both Df us have to solve, 
and as to which our standards should 
be the same. The Englishman, the 
man of the British Isles, in his various 
homes across the seas, and the Ameri- 
can, both at home and abroad are 


those cut-and-dried theories of the 
political nursery which have such lim- 
ited applicability amid the crash of 
elemental forces. Neither can they be 
solved by the raw brutality of the 
men who, whether at home or on the 
rough frontier of civilization, adopt 
might as the only standard of right 
in dealing with other men, and treat 
alien races only as subjects for ex- 
ploitation. 

“No hard and fast rule can be drawn 
as applying to all alien races, because 
they differ from one another far more 
widely than some of them differ from 
us. But there are one or two rules 
which must not be forgotten. In the 
long run, there can be no justification 
for one race managing or controlling 
another unless the management and 
control are exercised in the interest 
and for the benefit of that other race. 
This is what our peoples have in the 
main done, and must continue to do, 
in India, Egypt and the Philippines 
alike. In the next place, as regards 
every race, everywhere, at home or 
abroad, we cannot afford to deviate 
from the great rule of righteousness 
which bids us treat each man on his 
worth asa man. He must not be sen- 
timentally favored because he belongs 
to a given race; he must not be given 
immunity in wrongdoing, or permitted 
to cumber the ground, or given other 
privileges which would be denied to 
the vicious and unfit among ourseives. 
On the other hand, where he acts in a 
way which would entitle him to re- 
spect and reward if he were of our 
own stock, he is just as much entitled 
to that respect and reward if he 
comes of another stock, even, though 
that other stock produces a much 
smaller proportion of men of his type 
than does our own. This has nothing 
to do with social intermingling, with 
what is called social equality. It has 
to do merely with the question of do- 
ing to each man and each woman that 
elementary justice which will permit 
him or her to gain from life the re- 
ward which should always accompany 
thrift, sobriety, self-control,. respect 


ing as an individual in dealing with 
other individuals. 
Careers of Achicvement. 


‘T believe that we of the great 
civilized nations of today have a right 
to feel that long careers of achieve- 
ment lie before our several countries. 
To each of us is vouchsafed the hon- 
orable privilege of doing his part, 
however small, in that work. Let us 
strive hardilvy for success, even if by 
so doing we risk failure, spurning the 
peorer souls of small endeavor who 
know neither failure nor success. Let 
us hope that our own blood shall con- 
tinue in the land, that our children 
and children’s children to endless gen- 
erations. shall rise to take our places 
and play a mighty and dominant part 
in the world. But whether this be 
denied or granted by the years we 
shall not see, let at least the satisfac- 
tion be ours that we have carried on- 
ward the lighted torch in our own 
day and generation. If we do this, 
then, as «ur eyes close, and we g0 
out into the darkness, and other hands 
grasp the torch, at least we can say 
our part has been borne well and vall- 
ar.tly.”’ y

“The other type of duty is the inter- 
national duty, the duty owed by one 
nation to another. I hold that the 
laws of morality which should govern 
individuals in their dealings one with 
the other are just as binding concern- 
ing nations in their dealings one with 
the other. The application of the 
moral law must be different in the two 
cases, because in one case it has, and 
in the other it has not, the sanction 
of a civil law with force behind it. 
The individual can depend for his rights 
upon the courts, which themselves de- 
rive their force from the police power 
of the state. The nation can depend 
upon nothing of the kind, and there- 
fore, as things are now, it is the high- 
est duty of the most advanced and 
freest peoples to keep themselves in 
such a state of readiness as to forbid 
to any barbarism or despotism the 
hope of arresting the progress of the 
world by striking down the nations 
that lead in that progress. It would 
be foolish indeed to pay heed to the 
unwise persons who desire disarma- 
ment to be begun by the very peoples 
who. of all others, should not be left 
helpless before any possible foe. But 
we must reprobate quite as strongly / 
both the leaders and the peoples who! 
practice, or encourage or condone, ag- | 
gression and iniquity by the strong at | 
the expense of the weak. We gnouls | 
tolerate lawlessness and wickedness} 
neither by the weak nor by the strong. ’ 
and both weak and strong we should 
in return treat with scrupulous fair- 
ness. The foreign policy of a. great 
and self-respecting country should be 
conducted on exactly the same plane 
of honor. of insistence upon one’s own 
rights and of respect or the rights 
of others. as when a brave and honor- 
able man is dealing with his fellows.

RAILROAD BILL 
IN CONFERENCE 


By John Corrigan, Jr. 
Washington, June 7.—(Special.)— 
Representative Adamson, of Georgia, 
Was grieviously disappointed at the 


action of the house today in sending 


to conference the railroad bill, instead 


of adopting the measure as proposed 
by -the senate. He felt that it meant 
the loss of weeks of hard labor, and 
threatened serious trouble in future. 

As* ranking democratic member of 
the house committee on interstate 
commerce,: Judge Adamson was in 
charge of the opposition to the bill In 
the house. and helped to perfect it. 
Today he sought to amend the senate 
bill. as suggested by President Taft, 
putting its provisions in effect at once 
instead of at the end of sixty days. 
He favored any means to protect the 
measure from reconstruction in confer- 
ence. 

Had this amendment been adopted, 
Mr. Adamson said it would have left the 
regulars without a leg to stand on. In 
crder to win insurgent votes the 
amendment was introduced by Mr. Len- 
root, of Wisconsin. The Georgia con- 
gressman made an earnest appeal for 
its adoption. 

“This bill, with the Lenroot amend- 
ment, will be infinitely preferable to 
any measure the conference committee 
will report,” he said. “Either the sen- 
ate bill or the house bill is a better 
measure than will be the conference, 
President Taft is reported to.have said 
that the senate bill was ‘Dully.’ He 
wishes the measure put into force im- 
mediately, in accordance with the 
agreement reached with the western 
railroads. 

“We know that the conferees on this 
bill will not stop at what the presi- 
dent says he wants, but will put: back 
into the bill many objectionable fea- 
tures. 
ment will be a complete compliance 
with President Taft’s demand. and we 
will have a bill much less objection- 
able than any we could otherwise hope 
to get.” . 

Six democrats voted with the regular 
republicans in favor of sending the 
bill to conference. They were: Un- 
derwood and Craig. of Alabama; Har- 
rison, Fitzgerald, Goldfoglie and Goul- 
den, of New York.

ON TWO WOMEN 


Italian Is. Charged With 
-the Crime. 


Uncertainty of Identification 
.. Saves Prisoner From Being 
Lynched by an Enraged Mob, 
Victims Are Over Sixty 
Years Old. 


Ormond, Fla., June 7.—Two middle- 
aged Indies were brutally assaulted 
here early this morning by an Italian 
laborer, one of a gang employed in 
this neighborhood. One of the Misses 
Fluhart was an invalid, and is in a 
critical condition. 

A mob of several hundred gathered 
here at noon, but were persuaded not 
to attempt the lynching at once. A 
mass meeting wag held this afternoon 
to decide on the Italian’s fate. 

The sisters were preparing to retire 
shortly after midnight Sunday morning 
when they were attacked. Evidently 
desiring to avoid publicity, the women 
denied until today that either had been 
assaulted. Today, however, it was ad- 
mitted that the elder sister had been 
mistreated, and when the Italian was 
taken before her she identified him, 
although she said she would not care 
to swear to the identification in court. 

The Younger sister told the authori- 
ties she believed a negro committed 
the assault and not an Italian. 

This uncertainty of identification is 
the only thing that prevented th® 
Italian being lynched today. 

A reward of $500 has been offered 
for information that will lead to the 
| conviction of the guilty person, and it 
is believed now that there will be no 
further attempt at violence pending 
a more positive identification by the 
victims of the attack. 

The Fiuhart sisters are _ spinsters, 
each over sixty years of age, and livé 
alone five miles north of Ormond.

Mrs. Rawlings Joins Her 
Plea to That of

In an earnest and eloquent speech 
of nearly two hours’ length, Attorney 
John R. Cooper, of Macon. yesterday 
morning urged the prison commission 
to commute the sentences of Milton, 
Jesse and Leonard Rawlings, the three 
sons of J. G. Rawlings, who are serv- 
ing life sentences in the penitentiary 
for the murder of the Carter children 
in Lowndes county in 1904. 

While Attorney Cooper was making 
his powerful plea in behalf of the 
three young boys their mother, Mrs. 
Rawiings, sat in the room and was 
deeply moved. When the attorney 
finished his speech Mrs. Rawlings, in 
a few words, begged the commission to 
heed the petition and to extend clem- 
ency to her sons. 
| Milton, Jesse and Leonard Rawlings 
were sentenced in 1905 to serve life 
sentences for the murder of the Car- 
ter children in Lowndes county, who 
were shot down and killed one night 
at their home. 

J. G. Rawlings, father of the boys, 
and Alf Moore, a negro, were also 
convicted of the crime and were ex- 
ecuted. On the gallows Alif Moore 
affirmed that he was employed by old 
man Rawiings to do the killing and 
that he was assisted by the Rawlings 
boys. 

Rawlings, on the other hand, af- 
firmed that Moore had told a false- 


hood and maintained to the end that! 


neither of his boys knew of the affair 
until after it occurred and that neither 
of them had any part, either directly | 
or indirectly, with the killing.

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Watering the Plants. 
(From The Indianapolis News.) 


roper regulation of moisture ts the 
greatest factor in securing healthy 
plant growth. While plants can with- 
stand great extremes in temperature, 
corresponding extremes in moisture 
will surely tend to ruin, if not kill, 
even the strongest plants. 

Water should be given only when 
needed, and then in such copious quan- 
tities that the soil is thoroughly soak- 
ed. When potting plants space should 
always be left at the top for pouring 
in water. An inch or an inch and a 
half will suffice. . 

Consider the kind of plant you are 
watering. Soft-stemmed kinds, espe- 
cially those with large leaves, will re- 
quire much more watering than hard- 
wooded, slow growing kinds. While 
the former easily recover from drought 
the hard-wooded suffer permanently 
from extremes. 


The character of the soil should also | 


regulate watering. Heavy clay soils 
should sour easily, while very iight 
loam soils dry out quickly and unless 
carefully watched plants in them will 
wilt. In either case it is better to wa- 
ter thoroughly and less frequently 
than to water sparingly and often. 
The seasons *and time of day should 
alos ke watched. Plants are in active} 
growth should be watered sparingly 
until they have regsine-l their foliage.

Newspaper Man GetsAu- 
gusta Job From Taft. | 


Thomas D. Murphy, Managing 
Editor of Augusta Chronicle 
and Personal Friend of Presi- 
dent, Named Postmaster. 


Washington, June 7-—Thomas D. 
Murphy was today nominated to be 
postmaster at Augusta, Ga. 

Mr. Murphy is a newspaper man, 
having been managing editor of The 
Augusta Chronicle for a number of 
years. He is a personal friend of 
President Taft, and accompanied him 
to Panama just before the inaugura- 
tion last year. 

Mr. Murphy and Captain “Archie” 
Butt, the president’s military aide. who 
also hails from Augusta, have been 
intimate friends for years. 

“Tom” Murphy, as he is known 
among his friends—except President 
Taft, who knows him as ‘“Murph’’—is 
one of the best newspaper men, and 
also one of the best fellows in Georgia. 
Nobody knows his real age, but he is 
one of those characters whom every- 
body feels they have known always, 
but never grows old. He is a native 
of Augusta, but has lived and worked 
in several other cities, notably Atlanta 
and Savannah. He started off as a 
‘voungster’’—which in all essentials he 
still Is—as “devil” in the composing 
room of The Augusta Chronicle. His 
fine ability was discerned by the late 
Patrick Walsh. whose protege Murphy 
became. Following attendance at the 
state university, he began editorial 
Walsh, and during 
most of the time since has been iden- 
tified with Georgia newspaperdom. 

Met Taft im Augusta. 

When President Taft went to Augus- 
ta for a midwinter rest prior to his 
inauguration, Murphy was assigned to 
“cover” him for The Chronicle. His 
good Irish humor and common sense 
and integrity soon made him a close 
friena of the president-elect. Before 
he left Augusta Taft was as confiden- 
tial with Murphy as with his future 
cabinet. Out of more than 300 special 
applications for a place in the presi- 
dential entourage on the Panama ‘trip, 
Murphy’s alone was granted, 

After the tnauguration Murphy’s 
friends presented him for appointment 
to the local postmastership. Opposi- 

ion developed in the persons of 8. B. 
Vaughn, the then incumbent, a life- 
long republican; Mr. Henry Maxwell, a 
republican and old school-boy friend 
of Taft, and’ several other members of 
the G. O, P., to which Murphy never 
paid allegiance. Murphy got nearly all 
the indorsements, but owing to the 
affection it is known the president has 
for him, his friends say, he didn’t need 
them at all. 

However, the itndorsements showed 
that the president could make no mis- 
take in appointing Murphy. They were 
furnished not only by a large per cent 
of the people of Augusta, but by prom- 
inent folks in every part of the stat:. 
It is said that he even had more and 
better republican indorsements than 
any one of the other candidates. They 
casily proved his right to the title of 
“the most popular man in Augusta.”

“Crops Are Backward in 
Most Localities,” It 
Is Stated. 


From answers to about 1,000 letters 
matied into every county in the state, 
the agricultural department has 
compiled the crop report for May, 1910. 

Taking 100 as the percentage for 
the crop last year, the report indi- 
eates that the cotton crop is 1 per 
eent less In acreage as compared with 
last year, or 99 per cent for 1910. It 
is estimated that 24 per cent of the 


cotton crop was replanted on account 
of damage done by wet and cold 
weather. It is estimated that the cot- 
ton crop for the state will average 


The percentage of corn acreage is 
rated at 102 as compared with last 
year and the crop will be from twelve 
to fifteen days iate. 

The percentage of a full crop of 
fruit as now indicated is as follows: 
Peaches, 86; apples, 73; pears, 80; 
grapes, 89. 

“Crops are somewhat backward in 


| most localities,” says the report, “on 


account of an unusually wet April and 
dry May. with generally prevalent cold 
weather. There are, however, very 
few complaints on insect pests, and 
corn and cotton are generally free 
from grass. 

“Considerable damage was done by 
hail in many sections in the early 
part of April. 

Fruit Crop Improvement. 


“There has been a marked improve- 
ment over last year in the fruit crops 
of Georgia. This improved condition 
exists in every section, but to a 
greater degree in middie and south 
Georgia.

STATE TAGS FOR AUTOS 


By Frank Welden. | 


Bullé4 wide roads. 

Make the main highways at least 
thirty feet across. ~ 

Some counties are building their 
roads entirely too narrow. They do 
very well for automobiles, but they 
are mighty inconvenient and danger- 
ous for the man in the wagon or the 
woman in the buggy. 

Every time I see one of these nar- 
row wheelbarrow or bridle paths I 
wonder why the people ‘who drive 
horses and mules stand for them.: The 
motorists do not worry. They can get 
giong, if the other folks can. Auto- 
mobile owners have been cursed for 
years for frightening stock, but many 
@ serious accident has been due to nar- 
row roads with deep ditches. The peo- 
ple who live on a road are the ones 
most interested in having it wide. 
They travel it every week, while the 
man with the auto may not use it 
more than once or twice a year. 

A wide road lasts longer than a 
narrow one, and while the first cost is 
greater in proportion to the width, the 
life of the wide road is much the 
longest. 

Up-to-date road builders are provid- 
Ing for future requirements. They 
know. that the motor truck: is coming, 
and that the present density of traf- 
fic will probably be doubled in ten or 
fifteen years. Railway tonnage doubles 
about every seven years. Traffic on 
rural public roads may not increase so 


Advocates of the narrow road tell 
us that in some parts of Europe the 
highways are only sixteen to twenty 
feet wide. Yes, and on most of those 


ing the carts, too. 

,On a narrow road with a high crown 
every vehicle has to travel in the same 
tracks. Consequently, ruts appear, and 
the road wears away rapidly.. 

Make the roads wide, with the crown 
not more‘than one’ inch in twelve. 
Three-quarters of an inch to the foot 
is about the usual specification. 

Pike Roads Right Width. 

Pike is a.county which has about the 
right width, while its neighbor, Mon- 
roe, has been too economical in the 
matter of the right-of-way. Monroe 
has been working convicts for four- 
teen years, but has never built any 
permanent roads. That policy is going 
to be changed. A bill will be put 
through the legislature at the coming 
session, changing the board of county 
commissioners for Monroe from three 
members to one. Practically every- 


body in the county wants the change. |

Representative Ogden Persons, of 
Monroe, has given much study to the 
road question. .He favors a state 
highway commission, or at least an 
engineering department to help the) 
counties which do not employ engi- 
neers to locate their roads and bridges. 

There will me automobile legisla- 
tion of some kind at the coming ses- 
sion, too. Mr. Persons has decided 
views on this subject, and being a 
forceful thinker and speaker, his sug- 
gestions are likely to be embodied in 
the law. Being a car owner himself, 
he does not approach the subject in a 
hostile mood. Nor, on the other hand, 
is he disposed to be too liberal. He 
says there should be state registra- 
tion of all cars and state examination 
of drivers. A minimum age _  Iliimit 
should be fixed for drivers and no 
child should be allowed to operate a 
car unless accompanied by a licensed 
driver on the adjoining seat. 

Displaying Numbers. 

No two owners should have the same 
mnumber- Under the present system of 
city registration there are probably 
fifty cars in Georgia for every number 
from 1 to 26. 

Mr. Persons says the law should re- 
quire every car to display its number 
plainly on the front end and also on 
the rear, and the tags should be fixed 
—not swinging.

Rapid Advance When Agree 
/ Dispute 


ment on Rate 


Made Public. - 


New York, June 7.—The stock mar- 
ket greeted the news of an agreement 
on the rate dspute between the govern- 
ment authorities and the railroad ex- 
fgcutives with a spasmodic recovery of 
declines of several days past. The ex- 
cess of speculative operations for the 
decline based on that conference was 
demonstrated beyond dispute. The de- 
mand from uncovered shorts was 5s0 
urgent and imperative as to cause an 
opening jump in prices rarely equaled 
for wildness and disorder. When the 
first wild scramble of the bears to 
cover shorts was over, there ensued a 
more conservative view of the situa- 
tion, and it was not until the end of 
the day that prices rose again to the 


best. 

The difficulty of appraising the news 
grew out of the stress laid from the 
previous speculation on the immense 
importance to the railroads of the in- 
creased freight rates which the gov- 
ernment was opposing. The demoral- 
ization in stocks caused bythe in- 
junction against a small percentage of 
the increases contrasted with the. vio- 
lent rebound upon the postponement 
by the railroads of all the proposed 
increases and their voluntary sub- 
mission to the provisions of the pend- 
ing .railroad law constituted a seem- 
ing anomaly. The injunction came 
came partly of the greatly increased 
short interest, which was forced to 
buy stocks, but which hoped to do at 
a further decline. It was evident, also, 
that great relief was felt by railroad 
officials over the abandonment of the 
appeal to the anti-trust law in return 
for the surrender of the proposed in- 
creased rates. The information of the 
announcement from the white house 
was enhanced by the professions of 
satisfaction from railroad officials who 
had expressed most alarm over the suit 
to enjoin the rate advances and their 
opinion that the threatened cessation 
of improvement expenditures might 
not prove necessary. Negotiations, it 
was said, for the sale of $15,000,000 
Michigan Central bonds in Paris, which 
had been suspended, would be re- 
sumed, and this assertion was of more 
effect on sentiment than yesterday s 
news of the sale of $25,000,000 of 
Southern Pacific ecg bee Germany, in 

f the rate injunction. 
ee, unsettled tone which intervened, 
afte rthe opening jump, was much em- 
phasized by the natural tendency to 
realize profits on s0 considerable a 
rebound. This” selling proceeded to 
such lengths, especially in St. Paul, 
as to arouse a suspicion of renewed 
liquidation on account of an important 
capitalistic group. Public expression 
of lukewarm satisfaction by a prom- 
inent member of the group seemed to 
shift suspicion to that of a purpose to 
depress prices, and the market there- 
after rallied. The agreement made by 
the railroad executives to leave the 
rate icreases to the operation of the 
new railroad law shifted attention to 
the progress of that measure through 
its final stages and the difinitive for 
which it might take. The market was 
favorably affected by the computations 
made by railroad officials of the time 
that could be saved in putting into ef- 
fect new freight rates by the c6n- 
sideration that could be given to the 
new schedules by the commerce com- 
mission pending the enactment of the

BY THE SENATE 


Formal Charges Laid 
Against Illinois Man.. 


Memorial Against the Illinois 
Senator Is Presented by Sen- 
ator Cullom--The Charge 
Made by Voters’ League of 
Illinois. 


Washington, June 7.—Formal 
charges against Senator William 
Lorimer, of Illinois, were laid before 
the senate this afternoon by his col- 
league, Senator Cullom. 

The proceeding was the presentation 
of a memorial by Clifford W. Barnes, 
of Chicago, president of the Ilinois 
Legislative Voters’ League, embodying 
the charges of bribery of members of 
the Illinois legislature. 

The memorial was read only in part 
and was referred without comment to 
the committee on privileges and elec- 
tions. 

Browne on Trial. 

Chicago, June 7—Lee O’Neil Browne, 
indicted on charges of bribery in con- 
nection with the election of William 
Lorimer as United States senator, 
finally was brought to trial befere 
Judge McSurely in the criminal court 
late today after the defense had ex- 
hausted every means within its power 
to delay the case. When court ad- 
journed at 4:50 p.m. the state had ten- 
dered four prospective jurors to the 
defense. 

Despite a technical fight by his at- 
torneys, Browne was brought into 
Judge McSurely’s court shortly after 
noon on a forthwith capias. The trial 
then was begun in a perfunctory man- 
ner, but none of Browne’s’ counsel 
would enter court and all remained in 
an ante-room,

In presenting the highest bid of 
$160,000, in the foreclosure proceed- 
ings brought againstthe Etowah Power 
Company, in Canton, Ga., yesterday by 
the Knickerbocker Trust Company, 
the Georgia Power Company completed 
a series of purchases of power proper- 
ties which will eventuaHy make it an 
enormous force in the electrical supply 
business of Atlanta. | 

Judge Newman to Confirm? 

The sale was held by W. A. Carlisle. 
the receiver, and the bidding for the 
Georgia Power Company was done by 
E. L. Ashley. Colonel Jack J. Spald- 
ing represented the Knickerbocker 
Trust Company, and H. H. Dean, of 
Gainesville, represented the Etowah 
Power Company. The sale has been 
referred by Mr. Carlisle to Judge New- 
man for confirmation or rejection, and 
the matter will probably be decided 
upon Saturday, the 18th. 

The understanding is that this recent 
purchase will be combined with the 
other extensive holdings of the Geor- 
gia Power Company on the Tulula, 
Chestet, Chattahoochee and Etowah riv- 
ers. S. Fahs Smith and C. Elmer Smith, 
of York, Pa., are known to be inter- 
ested in the company as well as many 
of the people who held securities in the 
old companies. S. Fahs Smith recently 
bought the North Georgia Electric 
Company plant at Gainesville. 

Apply for Franchise. 

The Georgia Power Company has al- 
ready secured permission from the 
railroad commission of Georgia to is- 
sue $6,000,000 of stock and $6,000,000 
of bonds with which to pay for, de- 
velop and extend its various proper- 
ties. Last Monday it applied to the 
mayor and city council] for a franchise 
to do business in Atlanta. The hear- 
ing will be held at 9:30 o’clock this 
morning in the committee room of the 
city. hall Before the committee on 
electric and other railroads, of which 
Alderman Ragsdale is cPairman. 

The company is anxious to secure 
the franchise as soon as possible, as 
they have already extended their lines 
to the outskirts of the city and are 
anxious to enter the corporate limits. 
Wires have been stretched along the 
roads of the belt railroads around the 
city with the object of securing the 
trade of manufacturing plants.

The Mexican 
government is taking active steps to 
quell the trouble and expects to put 
it down quickly and surely, according 
to Senor de La Barra’s advices.

Extra Session Improbable. 

Raleigh, N. Cc. June 7.—State Treas- 
urer R. B. Lacy this afternoon gave 
out a statement in which he said that 
the indications were that all of the 
state bonds offered for sale will be 
taken on June 10 and that he did not 
expect an extra session of the legisla- 
ture. If the legislature meets, he 
says, it will only authorize him to 
borrow money to meet the bonds not 
sold and that there will be no in- 
crease in the rate from 4 to 5 per 
cent. The people generally are now 
subscribing to the issue and the 
Bankers’ Association of North Caro- 
lina meets tomorrow to confer with 
the governor as to the sale of the 
bonds yet unsold.
